Ir this Spirit conducts it, the Church has no need 
of a viſible Head on Earth. The ſame Apoſtle ſpeak-

ANp if the foregoing deſcription of true Chriſti- 
ans by St. Paul is right, it will follow neceſlarily, 
that thoſe whom the Roman Church has perſecuted 
in ſo barbarous a manner in all Ages, have been the 
true faithful followers of Chriſt : and that the Church 
of Rome which has lived in the midſt of Riches and 
Pleaſures at the-time that ſhe was perſecuting others, 
was really prophecy'd of in the Revelation xvii. 4,5,6. 
under the figure of he woman that was arrayed iu 
purple and ſcarlet colour, and decked with gold and 

precious ſtones, aud pearls, having a golden cup in her 
Vaud, full of abominations and filthineſs of her form- 
cation. Aud upon her forehead had a name. written,

6. And whom St. 7ohn, ſaw drunken with the bluod 
of the ſaints, and with the blood of the martyrs . of 
Feſus. Mr. Seguenot ſays afterwards, that the Eng- 
liſh and Dutch, and Calvanifts, and Lutherans Ec. 
dare not apply to themſelves theſe qualifications of uni- 
ty and true Chriſttamty, ſince they are many diffe- 
rent bodies, and different minds, diſagreeing ith ore

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| another about their Articles of Faith. But trough 
they conſtitute different Congregations under diffe- 
. rentRegulations ; this does not hinder them from Iook- 
ing upon one another as Members of the one only 
univerſal Church of Chriſt. We may fay the ſame 
thing of the Papiſts, which he objects to the Pro- 
teſtants; They are many bodies and many minds, 
- diſagreeing one with another about the ſame Doc- 
trines which divide Proteſtants. As for inſtance, the 
Dominicans and the Zeſuits, who have the ſame Con- 
troverſies between them about Grace, which ſepa- 
rates the Calvi niſts from the Arminians. This does 
not hinder them however from acknowledging one 
another to be good Catholicks. The Papiſts have 
even great Diſputes among themſelves, where the 
infallible Authority of the Church ſubſiſts; which 
ſeems to be the chief Point about which they ought 
to agree. For ſuppoſing a viſible Head to be ne- 
ceſſary, it will follow certainly, that all ought to 
know where it is. But this is not the caſe, for the 
greateſt part of the Church of Rome look upon the 
Pope as infallible, whereas the Gallican Church 
does not believe him to be fo, without the conſent 
of a general Council. The firſt believe the Pope 
above the Council: The laſt the Council above the 
Pope; and do not even receive all Councils: And 
particularly France has never received the Decrees 
of the famous Council of Trent. I have ſaid enough 
to let you ſee, that if Proteſtants have not Unity a- 
mong themſelves, the Church of Rome has it no 
more than they. 3 


| Mr. Sguenct next ſets about proving, that none of 
the Sects of Proteſtants have any Religion becauſe 
zhey do not offer any real Sacrifice to God, as the Ro- 
man Catholicks do every day the Body of Jeſus Chriſt. 
In this he has the misfortune to contradict St. Paul, 
who ſays, Heb. ix. 25. Nor yet that he (meaning 

_ Chriſt) Ho, offer himſelf often, as the high 3

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Paul's Doctrine. And if Jeſus Chriſt did not offer 
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entreth imo the holy place every year with the Blood 


others. ver. 26. (For then muſt he often have ſuffer-| 
ell ſince the foundation of the world) but nb once in 
the end of the world, hath he appeared to put away 
fin by the {ROO of himſelf. ver. 27, 28. And as it 
is appointed unto men once to die, but after this the judg.

Here 
then is the opinion of St. Paul, that nere Chriſt 
could not offer himſelf often, without dying ſeveral | 
times.

Mr. Seguenot after having repeated the ſame thing 
over and over upon theſe two points, of the Unity 
of the Church, and the neceſſity of a Sacrifice; to 
which I have given ſufficient Anſwer, comes again to 
work upon your Aﬀections, upon the moving occa- + 
ſion of the Death of your Daughter, who he fays - 
dyed like a good Catholick. And what wonder is it 
that a Young Perſ6n ſhould believe her ſelf in the :

Hz ſeems to have thought himſelf obliged like-

Was born two years before Henry VIII came to the 
Crown, and Sir Thomas Boleyn was not ſent Ambaſ. 
ſador to France till the Seventh year of his Reign. 
[Beſides it is clear from Hiſtory that Henry's love to 
Anne Boleyn was not that which made him break his 
Marriage with Catherine of Spain. But it was Scru- 
ples about his firſt Marriage from the beginning of 
Wat. For ſoon after that Marriage was made in 1503, 
Warham Archbiſhop of Canterbury, a Roman Catho- 
Lick filbd the mind of Henry VII fo with ſcruples a- 
bout it, that by his order Prince Henry made a proteſt 
to declare it null, and Henry VII on his death bed 
conjured him to break it off. But after his death, 
[the Council having declared for his Marriage, Henry 
VIII renewed it Publickly, and had ſeveral Children 
by his Wife, who all dyed young, except the Princeſs 
Mary in 1524. Cardinal Wolſey as Legate publiſhed 
a Papal Bull againſt thoſe who had contracted Mar- 
riages within the forbidden decrees of kindred, and 
it was then that the King revived his former ſcru- 
les, for in the Year 1531 he aſſured Gryncus as this 
aſt writes to Bucer, that he had then for ) years ab- 
ſtained from the Queen upon ſcruples of Conſcience. 
And that which made his ſcruples become Publick 
was the objections which the Ambaſſadors of France 
made to the Legitimacy of the Princeſs Mary in April 
1527. "Henry ſent Cardinal Wolſey into France in 
June 1527. to Sollicit a Marriage for him with the 
Dutcheſs of Alenſon; and it was not till September 
x 527, that the King's Affection to Anne Boleyn was 
obſerved, upon the Cardinals being ſent to Lord 
Piercy who then courted her in Marriage, to adviſg 
him to ſee her no more.
